bring Christ to prisoners

“In the eyes of many people, prisoners 
‘have given up their right to be dealt with as 
human beings,” said Father William 
Nadeau, chaplain -at the Metropolitan 


Correctional Center in San Diego, in a 


Southern Cross interview. 

“Unless they are given the honest 
respect they need as persons, they cannot 
be ministered to,” added Father Nadeau, 


who with the aid of lay volunteers seeks to ~ 


do just that. 

_ PRISON MINISTRY teaches inmates 
about faith and love for God, neighbor and 
‘self, Father Nadeau said. 

“These men and women need to be 
shown somebody cares and that there is 
such a thing as moral concern and 
responsibility to love one another,” the 
priest stated. 


Father Nadeau has been active in prison 


ministry for six years and has been ~ 
- chaplain at the Metropolitan Correctional 


Center for the last two years. 


BEFORE THE mid-1960s, priests and 
nuns were about the only volunteers 
within the criminal justice system. 


Since then, the use of lay volunteers has 
increased ‘greatly and the growth has 
benefitted the Christian ministry behind 
bars, Father Nadeau said. 

“Really,” he added, “the volunteers are 
the ones who keep the ministry alive and 
growing. 

“There is just too much work to be done 
for a one-man show. My volunteers are 
active, dedicated Christians.” 


FATHER NADEAU said ministers and 


volunteers who are involved in ministry to 
prisoners must be immersed in the Bees 
Spirit. : 

is “This can be an ugly place at Sys and 
in order to keep our sanity we need to see 
spiritual growth and feel spiritual growth 
through this ministry,” Father ae 
Said, 


- “BECAUSE OF the commitment of the 


volunteers to the prisoners we haveseena _

It has even gone as far as ‘prisoners

Her ministry at the prison includes a 
Bible study class and prayer sessions with 
the prisoners and other volunteers. 


“PRISONERS ARE curious about why we 
are there, and that is why they cometo our 
class,” Phelan said.” 


“We find out where they are spiritually 
and go from there,” she related. “Many of 
the prisoners were baptized Catholics as 
infants but that’s about the extent of their 
Christian experience,” she added. 


“We are blatant about why we are 
there’—to introduce them to Jesus 
Christ. “Commitment to Christ changes 
the nature of these people and they lose 
interest in the temptations presented in 


prison life,” Phelan said. 


“MOST OF THEM do very well on their 
spiritual walk sate they leave prison,” she 
added. 


The ministry program at the center also 
consists of four Masses each week, two on 
Saturday night and two on Sunday 
morning, celebrated by Father Nadeau. 
There are rehearsals for those who lead 
the sacred music during Mass. 


Also, prisoners are given religious 
instructions, spiritual direction and 
counseling urun request. 


“GOD IS JUST pouring His Spirit out into 


the prison to these people, and the need 


for laborers is abundant,” Phelan said. 


“Jesus expects His church to minister to 
prisoners,” she asserted, “as if He were 
one of them.”

“A lot of people are poor 
because they’re locked out 
of decision-making,” said

Catholic Committee on 
Urban Ministry’s 1979 


national —award for out- 
standing social ministry. 


FATHER MOTTET visited 
the dioceses of San Ber- 
nardino’ and San Diego 
recently as part of a nation- 
wide,- seven-week tour to 
inform potential recipients 
about the distribution of 
CHD funds and qualifica- 
tions for financial support. 


The annual collection 
drive, which provides funds 
for CHD, will be held Nov. 
18, the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving, in churches 
throughout the country 
including in the San 
Bernardino and San HUISEC 
dioceses. 


_The CHD office will 


receive 75 percent of the 
funds collected for national 


allocation and education - 


programs. Remaining mon- 
ies will be retained by the 
dioceses for local self- help 
projects. 


LAST YEAR, parishioners 
in the San Bernardino and 
San Diego dioceses. con- 
tributed $59,551 to the 
CHD collection.

“WE CAN'T GIVE people 
the crumbs from the table. 
We need to get at the struc- 
tural causes of poverty and 
that’s what CHD is all 
about.” 


TO QUALIFY for CHD 
funds, projects must 
benefit the poor and directly 
attack the root causes of 
poverty, such as_ unjust 
institutions, laws or poli- 
cies, said Father Mottet. 


Because CHD grants 
frequently serve as ‘seed 
money’ to enable a project 


to qualify for ‘leverage’ or 


additional resources from 
other agencies, the total 
value is often much greater, — 
he added. 


The pope’s visit at CHD’s 


‘national meeting in Chi- 


cago was the highlight of 
Father Mottet’s tour. Pope 
John Paul Il gave his 
blessings for “strength, 
courage and wisdom to 
continue this work” in a 
brief talk there. 


THE POPE called the 
campaign a “witness to the 
church’s commitment to 
continuing the mission of 
Christ.”

Probably for this reason, the campaign 
appeals to most of us, and it is likely 
Catholics in these two dioceses again will 
donate in excess of $50—as they did the 
last two years — at the special collection at 
Masses this Sunday, Nov. 18.

It was my privilege on Sunday, Oct. 7, to 


be among the thousands of sisters 


assembled in the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception in Washington, 
D.C., to see-and hear our Holy Father, Pope 
John Paul |, when he spoke to the women 
religious of America. 


My tremendous joy was sharply dulled 
as | witnessed the visible pain on the face 
of our Holy Father (most of you probably 
saw it even more plainly on TV), as he was 
“challenged” by Sister Theresa Kane, 
‘RSM, to revise his stand on ordination of 
women. (The word “challenged” was that 
used by the press to report Sister’s so- 
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Looking for the Lord. . 
Young people not losing contact with church 
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/ with a Catholic community, a parish. 


Instead, his conversation revealed a 
religious involvement and a sense of 
values very similar to that of his parents 
when he was a child. 


HE HAPPENED to have in his pocket a . 


copy of his parish bulletin which 
contained a quotation which had 
impressed him. He talked naturally, 
without any effort to impress me, about his 
concern to protect his young sons-from 
influences he thought they were not ready 
to handle. 


After he left, | ‘stood at the door 
wondering: Where did this pattern of 
traditional Catholicism come from? How 


~ did he escape.the social influences which 


had eroded the Catholic atlachirent of 
many young people? » 


But then | thought of the students I’ve 
come to know on campus. Many of them 
are verv weak in their knowledge of the 
Catholic culture. There are common blind 
spots in their religious concerns and 
observance.

SISTER KANE was there as the 


privileged representative for all women 
religious of America.'|, for one, felt 
betrayed and saddened. As i left the 
Shrine, comments were heard on all sides 
from religious and laity alike, decrying 
Sister's wrong use of the time given her to 
greet and welcome the pope. 


It is deeply regretted by thousands that 
instead of speaking for ail religious, Sister 


Kane instead presented an issue of 


concern to a minority of religious and lay 
women.

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A feeling of tender reverence 
unconsciously associates itself with 
thoughts of the old Missions of California. 
Imagination rehabilitates the ruined walls 
and recalls from the vanished past the 


gray-robed padres — most of them saintly - 


souls—who, offering their lives on the 
altar of their faith, firmly planted the cross 
_of Christianity in the new land. 


Something of this spirit hovers around 
the restored estancia of San Bernardino 
de Siena. Though frequently referred to as 
an “asistencia,” (mission outpost) San 
Bernardino was never anything more than 
an estancia or cattle ranch. 


FATHER JUAN Caballeria, author of the 
“History of the San Bernardino Valley from 
the Padres to the Pioneers” (San 
Bernardino, 1892); recalls seeing a record 
at San Gabriel in which reference was 
made to the capilla or chapel there. 


The record “describes how Father 


(Francisco) Dumetz founded a capilla on 
the Guanchama rancharia on May 20, 1810, 
under the invocation of San Bernardino de 
Siena.” 

The initial site was visited from time-to- 
time by the friars from San Gabriel, who 
would celebrate Mass for the Indians 
living in the district. 

IT DOESN'T appear likely that any 
station was actually established at San 


Bernardino or any buildings erected inthe 
early years. 


In succeeding years, several adobe 
structures were erected for the local 
Cahuilla and Serrano neophytes caring 
for the olive and fruit trees, grape vines 
and assorted vegetable plantings in the 
area. Later, herds of cattle were broughtin 
and fattened on the rich wild grass. 


New buildings were erected some 
distance to the east, in 1830, on present- 
day Barton Hill. Unfortunately, four years 
later, non-Christian Indians attacked the 
outpost, stole the ornaments and sacred 
furnishings of the chapel and despoiled 
the grain in the storehouse. In December 
they returned and slew 14 neophytes. As 
put by one local resident, “after this there 
was no more mission.” 


THE REMNANTS of the estancia passed 
into private hands in 1842. During the 
1850's the buildings were successively 
occupied by Mormons, used as a school 
and operated as a furniture factory. 


Earliest attempts at restoration date to 
1925, when the ruins were deeded to San 
Bernardino County: Over the following 
dozen years, the capilla was eventually 
rebuilt, along with the other buildings at 
the site and today the San Bernardino 
estancia, located west of Redlands, is a 

~ worthwhile tourist attraction.

Why do we have permanent deacons? 


Q: Can you give me a clear idea of the 
reason for permanent deacons? 


A: Deacons were very prominent in the 


New Testament (Acts 6; Phillippians 1; 1 | 


Timothy 3) and were, in modern 
terminology, “specialists’’ whom the 
bishop could assign to specific tasks as 


they arose. Ignatius of Antioch (100 A.D.) 


said that they were to assist in the ministry 
of the Word and were the bishop’s 
representatives. 


Strangely enough and for many 
complex reasons, the office of diaconate 
began to decline as early as the 3rd 
century. 


By the 5th century most deacons did 
little except perform liturgical functions 
and the idea was growing that the 
diaconate was just an introductory stage 
toward the reception of the priesthood. 
With the medieval period the office of 
deacon was, as Karl Rahner describes it, a 
“legal fiction.” 


And so matters stood until World War II. 


Two developments in Nazi Germany 
paved the way for an eventual restoration 


November 18, Thirty-Third Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. (Daniel 12:1-3;. Hebrews 
10:11-14, 18; Mark 13:24-32). 

Hope is a uniquely biblical virtue. Hope, 
in general, is the confident expectation of 
a happy outcome. — 


In the biblical sense it is the confident 
expectation of the eventual establishment 
of God’s kingdom, of His reign in peace 
and justice among His people. The 
individual who hopes does expect, of 
course, to be a member of that people. 


WHAT IS IT that makes hope so 
uniquely biblical? It is, first of all, the 
strong faith conviction that God has 
already “shown His hand.” And he has 
done this in the history of His people. 


Moreover, it was a saving hand, a 
manifestation of a love that would not be 
thwarted. With a God like that in 
command, how could there be anything 
buta happy outcome for those who accept 
Him? 


And so we find throughout the Bible a 
two-fold thrust, one toward the past in 
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of the permanent diaconate. First, a group. 
of imprisoned priests and ministers in 
Dachau prayed, discussed and proposed 
that, after the war, “blue and white collar’ 
workers, as well as others in. business, 


should place themselves at the service of - 


the church in the way the deacons had 
done in the early church. They were to 
assist people in need and serve at the 
Lord’s Table.” 


Secondly, a group sof young workers who 


had experienced the war's horrors met for 


a seminar in 1950. Asked why they had 
become social workers, “they began using 
the word ‘deacon’ to describe themselves 
as persons active in the spirit of Christ.” 


From this the diaconate movement 
began and it was Karl Rahner who 
provided the theological enunciation 
(1962) that eventually gained the 
attention of the German bishops. From 
there it was a short step to the floor of 
Vatican II. : 


Most people probably think that we have 
permanent deacons :because of the 
shortage of priests, but theologically this is 
only a secondary consideration. 


faith, one toward the future in hope. Israel 
celebrated the mighty acts of God in the 
exodus, that time when He brought them 
out “with His strong hand and 
outstretched arm.” 


BECAUSE OF that, the prophets could 
speak confidently of the future when there 
would be “no harm or ruin on all my holy 
mountain, for the earth shall be filled with 


- the knowledge of the Lord...” 


Similarly, Christians celebrate the 
Paschal mystery of Jesus Christ whereby 
“God has saved us and has called us toa 
holy life...” Because of that, “it is all the 
more certain that we shall be saved by 
Christ from God's wrath.” 


Because there was a saving past, 
marked by God’s love, there will be a 
saving future, marked just as surely by 
God's love. 


IT 1S important that we keep this two- 
fold thrust of biblical religion in mind 
because our two major readings for this 
Sunday, from Daniel and Mark, deal solely 
with the future. But an absolute

ministries at work in the United States with 
the sacramental grace of the diaconate.” 
And historically deacons are not so much 


priests’ helpers as they are assistants to _ 


the bishop. 


Now that the permanent diaconate has 
been in existence for a number of years, 
Msgr. Ernest Fiedler, director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on the Permanent 
Diaconate, speaks of three areas of 
concern: 


1. A pitfall to be avoided is that of.a new 
“clericalism;” deacons are not to become 
“mini-priests” nor “glorified acolytes.” 
They have their own proper ministry within 
the community. The 1971 Guidelines 
refer to the proper attire for deacons and 
says that “the bishops’ committee 
endorses the hope that deacons will 
resemble lay people ‘in these matters of 
life style.’” 


2. Deacons should not becheas a group 
of “merely liturgical functionaries. ” An

He will come for those who wait in hope 


presupposition in both is that this future is 
a necessary consequence of a past, a past 
of divine activity. Let us look alll at 
each. 


The book of Daniel was euritter ata time 
“unsurpassed in distress” for the Jewish 
people. A pagan emperor, from Syria, was 


-trying to force his pagan customs on God’s 


people. The temple had been taken over 
and used for pagan worship, and many 
Jews were made to apostasize (cf. Daniel 
11:31-32). 

Many of God's people could see no 
saving future for them at all. All was bleak 
and dreary. But there had to be a saving 
future because God is a saving God. It was 
in this context and in this conviction that 
our author .wrote what we hear this 
Sunday. They “shall live forever” and 

“shine like the stars.” 


HERE, FOR the first time in biblical . 


history, we have the expression of a 
transcendent goal, of a saving future that 
eclipses ordinary time, ordinary history. 
And what made such an overpowering 


almost exclusive involvement in the 
liturgy weakens the dimension of service. 


3. Priests and deacons need to 
understand one another, lestthe mistakes 


“of history be repeated. “If care is not 


taken... we could repeat the history of the 
4th and 5th centuries when tensions 
developed between the well-established 
order of deacons and the developing 


collegial groupings of priests. It is sad but - 


evidently true. Today, with centuries of 
more or less well-organized priestly 
groupings, the same mistake could be 
made from the other side of the coin.” 


Finally, the minimum age for ordination 
is .35 unless a dispensation has been 
obtained. This is preceded by a two/three 
year training period. Deacons may be 
either married or single. “If single, 
however, they are not permitted to marry 
following ordination; and, ifa married man 
becomes a widower after being ordained, 
he is not permitted to remarry.” 

Both the dioceses of San Diego and San 
Bernardino-have programs for the training 
of permanent deacon candidates.

necessary, was the faith conviction of a 
saving, loving God. 


We have little space left to comment on 
the Gospel reading.

AND THE astonishing part of it is that 
that man and woman each in his or her 
own way, stood firmly in contradiction to 
the world that applauded them.

SAN DIEGO—She is a 
Catholic theologian and 
grandmother, but in Cuer- 
navaca, Mexico, she is 
known as the “beggar ofthe 
lepers.” 


Yolanda de Lallande, a 
theologian and lecturer at 
the Ibero-America Univer- 
sity in Mexico City, sacrific- 
es comfortable confines to 
serve in leper and other 
poverty-stricked communi- 


_ ties in Cuernavaca, seeking 


to meet the urgent physical 
and spiritual needs of the 


-poor. 


IN TALKS in Spanish at 
the diocesan Padre Hidalgo 
Center, San Diego, and in 
English at the University of 
San Diego last week, 
Lallande said Christians 
must put their. Christianity 
to work. 


She pleaded to American 
Catholics to “get out of their 
comfortable homes” and 
become living witnesses of 
their Christianity. - 


“There are so many 
places we have to go that we 
don't.” She suggested visits 
to homes forthe elderly asa 
start. 


AS CHRISTIANS,- people 
must assumeresponsibility 


for situations and change 


them, she said. 


“A community must 
create its own ministries 
and they can vary from 
heaven to earth according 


totheir people, theirculture 
and their sense of history.” 


She criticized Catholics 
for “not working and being 
part of the kingdom. 
Committees for this and 
that, wasting time asking 
for priesthood for women 
won't work. There are 
people who _ desperately 
need help now,” Lallande 
asserted. 


“L HAVE MY priesthood in 
Jesus Christ. | am com- 
pletely free to exercise my 
full ministry. | am liberated 
through Christ,” Lallande 
said. 

“You have no idea what 
poor, poor people are. They 
are so hungry they can't 
think about anything else. 
How can you when you're 
starving?” she asked. 


The lay woman began her 
apostolate to the sick and 
suffering 35 years ago 
“because nobody else 
wanted to help.” 


“THERE ARE NOT e- 
nough clergy to help out. 
Lay people must get 
involved,” she said. 


Besides working within 
poverty-stricken communi- 
ties, she has spent three 
years working in a leper 
colony. 


“| felt fright at actually 
doing it (working with 
lepers),” she said. “Jesus 
Christ gives methe strength 
for my ministry,” she 
added.

Lallande said she was 
responsible for getting food 
and medicine to the colony. 


SHE RECOUNTED a story 
where lepers would scale a 
wall that separated them 
from the village to sca- 
venge for food scraps at 
night, only to be stoned by 
the villagers and forced 
back across the wall. 


She said no one would 
come close to the lepers, 
not even to bury the dead, 
so she did it herself. 


It was the villagers who 
dubbed her “beggar of the 
lepers,” a title she accepted 
proudly, even though she 
was asked not to go to 
church because the conta- 
gious disease might spread 
to the parishioners. 


SHE EMPHASIZED that it 
is more important to serve 
the needs of these people 
than to organize meetings 


to discuss the problems. 


“These people (lepers) 
are completely abandoned 
even by their families. They 
had no food or medicine,” © 
when she started attending 
to them, Lallande related. 


“They are pieces. of 
people dying of everything 
else but leprosy. They are 
only suffering from the 
disease,” she said, adding, 
“There is no time to 
organize things. Those 
people are dying right now.”

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At historic meeting of cardinals 
Vatican reveals financial 
deficit of $20.2 million

VATICAN CITY (NC) —In an historic five 
days (Nov. 5-9) Pope John Paul TT 
revitalized the College of Cardinals and 
the Holy See for the first time revealed its 


yearly financial deficit — $20,240,000 in : 


1979: 


The two actions were closely linked. The 
deficit was a chief topic that the pope 
requested advice about from the 
cardinals. 


IN THE VERY act of calling the world’s 
cardinals together the pope set a modern- 
day precedent. 


It was the first time in more than four 
centuries that the cardinals—though 
defined in church law as the “principal 
advisers and assistants” of the pope— 
were summoned as a group to advise the 
pope on current church issues. Of 129 
cardinals, 123 attended.. : 


The meeting was held in_ strictest 
secrecy. Only the pope’s opening and 
closing talks and a final, carefully drafted 
communique revealed anything of 
substance about the meeting. 


REGARDING Holy See finances, this 
year’s deficit (the excess: of expenditures’ 
over income from property, investments 
and other institutional sources) is being 
made up by “voluntary offerings” from 
Catholics, particularly by the annual 
Peter’s Pence collection for the pope, said 
the final communique. :

cardinal said afterward he was surprised

came from the United States. 


The Roman Curia, with. 1,700 
employees, is the key to the expenses 
incurred by the Holy See. The cardinals’ 
comments of support for the organization 
and functioning of the Curia were the 
strongest indication that they foresee no 
major budget cuts to meet the deficit. 


The most common speculation by 
observers was that solutions would 
include an extra yearly collection around 
the world or some kind of diocesan tax, 
levied according to ability to pay. 


ANOTHER KEY topic was the church 
and modern culture. Pope John Paul 


_ asked the cardinals to focus especially on 


the Pontifical Academy of Sciences. 


He suggested in his opening talk that he 
was thinking of broadening this 
international membership body of 
distinguished research scientists and 
mathematicians so that it might also 
include specialists in such fields as 
anthropology, psychology and sociology. 

The final communique said the 
cardinals “emphasized the duty and need 
for the Holy See and the church 
continue and to-intensify their traditional 
support for the whole world of culture.”

Biack belt brother 
gets kick out of life

ST. STEPHENS, Wyo. (NC) — If anybody deserves to get 
a good kick out of life, it’s Jesuit Brother Wayne “Butch” 
. Welling, who teaches karate at the St. Stephen's Mission 
School in Wyoming. 


The 36-year-old Detroit native holds a second-degree 
black belt in karate and has been an instructor in the 
Oriental art of self-defense for the past six years. 


“I TRY TO discourage those who want to break bricks or 
beat up people,” Brother Welling said. “After all, the word 
karate means empty hand, and this refers to the factthat 
you should empty yourself, or give yourself to others.” 


Since September Brother Welling has been teaching 
karate at the mission school, where he also serves as a 
youth minister. His first class at-St. Stephen's has 35 
students of all ages. 


He starts class with 45 minutes of warm-up 
calisthenics, including 200 jumping jacks. “Of course | 
know everyone will not be able to do all the exercises,” he 


said. “I tell them that if they do just one more repetition of 


an exercise than last month, then they're improving 
themselves.” 


Brother Welling uses his karate only in teaching and 
tournaments. “You take karate so you won't Bave to use 
it,” he said. 


For him, karate has helped with his own self- diséipline 
and patience, providing a sense of inner peace and 
security that enables him to concentrate better. “It’s also 
a way to pray,” he said. - \ 


Brother Welling, who studied at Detroit’s Sacred Heart 
Seminary and at Colombiere College, received a degree 
in health and physical education from Kent State 
University in Ohio in 1972. He taught at St. John’s High 
School in Toledo, Ohio, before coming to the mission 
school. ; 


At the school, he teaches religion to ninth graders and 
helps with the Catholic Youth Organization. He also does 
landscaping and gardening at the mission. 


Brother Welling has a commitment: to stay at the 
mission for two or three years. “Right now | feel | want to’ 
Stay as long as I’m able,” he said, adding, “One important 
goal is to insure the continuation of the St. Stephen’s 
Karate Club even after I’m gone.”
